NEWCASTLE, Wednesday Night. 

When the fourth round in the champion- 
ship was entered on this — we were 
anticipating a gfeat match next day in the 
semi-final “ac, between Miss Jackson and 
the congueror of Mrs. Cuthell and Mrs. 
Jameson, but it fell to little Miss Jameson, 
the stvlist of Irish lady golfers, to upset 
such calculations, and to-morrow Miss Jack- 
son will go out for the semi-final match 
against’ her young clubmate.

Often she had the better of the tee 
shots, and the manner in which she finished 
was the surprise of the tournament so far. 
Square at the turn, Miss Jameson lost the 
tenth, and she was still 1 down at the 
thirteenth, where she had very bad luck in 
finding an unplayable lie in a bunker for her 
second, Put then she produced some golfing 
fireworks. She won the fourteenth in a 
splendid 3, the fifteenth in 5, halved the next 
in 4, and two grand wooden club shots to the 
seventeenth hole enabled her to get another 
4 for the match. It was the match of the 
week, and the golf was of a splendid quality 
all through. 

But, even so, there is no reason to predict 
that Miss Jameson will reproduce the same 
olf to-morrow against Miss Jackson, the 
holder. The latter has been playing very 
good golf, and giving the impression that 
she had a little in reserve for the last day.

BRAY HOUSING SCHEME. 


—e- 


A scheme for the erection of houses for the 
working classes by the Bray Public Utility 
Society was explained at a meeting in the 
Florence Hall. where Rev. F. E. Brady, M.C., 
presided. 

Lord Ardee said the society proposed to 
erect 12 houses at the corner of Putland 
road, eight to consist of four rooms and four 
of five rooms. The scheme was estimated to 
cost £5,860. They would get a free grant 
from the Government of £1,040 and a loan 
from the Urban Council of a similar amount 
free of interest. They proposed to raise 
£4,000 by issuing loan stock bearing interest 
at 5 per cent., which would be paid off in 25 
years. <A tenant, to acqufre his house in 15 
years, would pay 16s. 4d. a week; in 20 
years, 13s. 9d.; and 25 years, 12s. 6d. Pros- 
pective tenants should take £10 of loan stock 
before they went into a house.

O "This is unquestionably by far the most con- 
venient of any of the four methods tried, 
or indeed of any practicable methoas known. 
Its advantages are particularly apparent in 
the case of these tenants whose time (as here) 
has a commercial value and who are weary 
employed throughout the day. The principa 
ones are, from the public point of view, the 
entire absence of smoke (a very great ad- 
vantage) and for the user immediate sm. 
bility with conseguent saving of time, ww 
an almost perfect degree of control. Carefu 
observations were made of the time occupied 
in manipulating the solid fuel and ashes as 
compared with the gas appliances. The use of 
solid fuel involves the loss of time connected 
with the purchase, disposal, and ms gree wae 
of the fuel, the carrying of coal an ashes, 
and the provision of wood and paper and the 
great additional amount of cleaning. i 

It is not possible to determine with precise 
accuracy the amount of time and money 
directlv lost due to these causes. An observer 
in the author's employ provided with a stop 
watch and a note book on many occasions 
took careful note of the time occupied in these 
domestic operations, and arrived at the con- 
clusion that an average of 65 minutes of every 
day were wasted in this way, including all 


the incidental causes of waste time. The value | 


of this time is in this case greater than the 
whole cost of the fuel. In addition to this the 
deterioration of the fittings and furniture was 
notably increased, also the amount of dust 
and the fouling of the lime-washed ceiling 
and walls. Sweeping of chimneys (an almost 
intolerable nuisance) and other incidentals 
were also necessary when solid fuel was used. 
The advantage of the all-gas equipment for 
this class of tenant are, therefore, very great. 
In these cases—exceptional ones—the cost of 
the use of all gas is not notably, if at all, in 
excess of that of solid fuel and such supple- 
mental gas as was used- It is indeed quite 
evident that for a tenement of this character 
or for a small house used in this way the ad- 
vantages of the all-gas equipment are para- 
mount.

NEED OF NEW SCHOOLS IN 
BELFAST.

The senior chief inspector of the Ministry 
of Education for Northern Ireland, Mr. Henry 
Garrett, B.Sc., Ph.D., held an inquiry in 
Belfase City Hall into an application by the 
Belfast Education Authority for sanction to 
three loans for the erection and finishing of 
uublic elementary schools as follows :—At 
North road, £57,000; at Mersey street, 
£36,000; and at Fane street, £357,000. 
Proceeding, Alderman Duff said they would 
find in the annual report of their Director of 
Education for 1924 a statement which had not 
been challenged. The Director stated that of 
the 194 elementary school buildings in the 
area, about six might be classed as satis- 
factory, twelve could be made satisfactory, 
ard the great majority of the remainder would 
not be tolerated in any other part of the 
United Kingdom. From the medical officer’s 
standpoint, the figures were slightly different, 
as he was looking at it from a different 
aspect. In his report it was stated that the 
condition of the school buildings might be 
classified as follows :—52 were totally unsuit- 
able for school purposes, 7 were graded as to 
be replaced as time served, 101 were fairly 
satisfactory, or could be made so; 16 were 
good, and two were in course of building. It 
would, therefore, appear from these facts, 
said the alderman, that the necessity for 
building schools in Belfast was clamant.

The scheme for preparatory colleges for 
training children for the existing training 
colleges for primary teachers, as announced 
by the President on behalf of the Minister 
for Education; is now nearing completion.

It may be necessary to build one or two of 
the colleges. Altogether the ultimate cost for 
acquisition, adaptation, additional accommo- 
d»tion, and furniture for all the colleces is 
estimated at £150.000. This will be 
spread over the next four years, the figure for 
this year being £59,000. -

On the motion for the second reading of the 
Unemployment Insurance Bill, Mr. Farren 
(Labour) said that he regretted that the 
Minister had not brought in a bill that would 
do something more for those who were un- 
employed through no fault of their own. Some 
effort, he said, should be made to co-ordinate 
the various Acts dealing with unemployment. 
Formerly unemployed persons who had 
reached the age of sixty were entitled to 
receive their contributions, plus compound 
interest, less any benefits that had been paid.

He pointed out to him the door of Mr. 
R,an’s general office. 

After that the witness went down to the 
kitchen, directly under Mr. Ryan's own 
office. While in the kitchen he heard sounds 
Suggesting a struggle coming from the office 


overhead. He ran upstairs again, and net 
a Mrs. ‘wens, who informed him that. she 
had heard a shot ¢ome from the direction of 
the office. He opened the back office door, 
and found it empty. e then opened the 
door leading into the second office, and saw 
a man striking another ran, who was partly 
lying on the ground, He c uld not see what 
he struck him with. The man turned round 
and raised his hand, as if to strike the wit- 
ness, who got out as quickly as he could and 
went for the police to Store Street Station.

BRITISH MINISTER’S 
ORDER. 


IMPORTS FROM CONTINENT 
PROHIBITED. 

The Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
states that on the 22nd May foot-and-mouth 
disease appeared at the Sewage Farm, Car- 
luke, Lanarkshire, after Scotland had been 
free from the disease for two years. In- 
quiries by the Ministry of Agriculture's 
inspectors elicited the fact that a local bacon 
factory had been in the habit of receiving 
from Holland weekly consignments of pig 
carcases for curing, and on the 24th May 
disease was actually found to exist in car- 
cases which had that day been received ex 
s.s. Lanrick from Leith. 

Some of these carcases were consigned 
from Belgium. Other carcases of the same 
consignment from Rotterdam to Lgith were 
found to be diseased on examination at Kil- 
marnock, Ayrshire, at Carlisle, and at Thorn- 
hill, Dumfries-shire, on the 26th and 27th 
May. There is no doubt that the disease in 
the original case at Carluke was conveyed 
from the bacon factory either by means of 
sewage or by human agency. Ten outbreaks 
in all have been confirmed in and around 
Carluke. 

Subsequently carcases landed from the s.s. 
Bernica at Newcastle from Rotterdam were 
found to be diseased at a Carlisle bacon fac- 
tory on the ólst May. A ain, the s.s. Schok- 
land arrived at Leith from Rotterdam on 
the 5ist May, and landed carcases, some of 


| which were also found on examination on the

NO MILITARY CEREMONY. 


His Majesty the King celebrates his 
sixty-first birthday anniversary to-day, but 
owing to the industrial situation some of 
the features usually associated with the 
anniversary will this year be omitted. 
Thus the Trooping the Colour, which is 
usually carried out on the Horse Guords 
Parade, will not take place, and the issue 
of the Birthday Honours List has been 
Lostponed until July órd. 


WHY GUARDS’ PARADE WAS OMITTED 

The ceremony of trooping the Colour, 
which, from the view of the general public, is 
the feature of the celebrations, will be sadly 
missed, but the fact of the cancellation of 
this event provides another instance of the 
King’s thought for his troops. It is cus- 
tomary for the Guards to rehearse the cere- 
mony for several weeks, but, owing to tie 
general strike, the rehearsals were postponed, 
and rather than have the troops put to extra 
strain His Majesty decided that the birthday 
parade should be omitted. Consequently the 
only official celebrations in London will be the 
hoisting of the Union Jack on Government 
buildings, and probably the firing of a salute 
in St. James’s Park.

DEFECTIVE MILITARY ORDERS. 
Criticism of the verbosity of military orders 
the report on the Army 


drawn up by the Earl of Cavan, Chief of the 
Imperjal General Staff, and submitted to the 
War Office. 

On the whole, he says, the written orders 
and showed considerable 
divergencies from the general principles laid 
down in Field Service Regulations. The most 
frequent and pronounced errors were lack of 
simplicity, in both form and wording, and lack 
of precision and conciseness. To acquire a 
hich standard in the writing of orders, 
frequent, and continuous practice is essential, 
accompanied by a most critical examination 
of the details of the orders when written. 

“War is a difficult art,” comments the 
Earl of Cavan. “ Complicated plans and 
complicated methods of execution add to these 
difficulties. Ignorance of the contents of 
Field Service Regulations resulted in many 
cases of confusion as to the intention of the 
commander, and the method proposed for 
executing his plan. Indefinite phrases—such 
as ‘ Untal further orders,’ ‘As much as pos- 
sible.’ ‘At least as far as.’ ‘At dawn,’ and 
‘After dark,” were frequently used, and 
resulted in lack of co-ordinated effort and 
control. Their use must be avoided. 

“There was considerable lack of uniformity 
in the method by which indication was given 
to units of the Royal Air Force of the infor- 
mation required by the General Staff. ‘ Inten- 
tions ’ was the weakest feature in most of the 
orders. The doctrine laid down in Field Ser- 
vice Regulations was in many cases entirely 
disregarded, and where this happened there 
was inevitable confusion.”

IRISH FISHERIES. 


THE REORGANISATION OF THE 
_ INDUSTRY. 

The adjourned meeting of the deputies for 
maritime constituencies was held in Leinster

adoption. 

The General Secretary of the Fishermen’s 
Association, Mr. P. J. Tuohy, gave a short 
aceount of the activities and growth of nis 
organisation, and answered questions relative 
to its poli¢y and programme of action. 

A number of deputies, including Messrs. 
Sean Prior (Secretary) (West Cork), P. 
O Maille (Co. Galway), T. J. Murphy and 
C. Connolly (West Cork), and M., K. 
Noonan (East Cork), having contributed to 
the discussion, it was finally agreed that the 
deputies already interested should constitute 
the new Committee, and co-operate, as far as 
feasible, in giving effect to the main objects 
of the Fishermen’s Association. 

It was also agreed that the Committee 
would deal only with matters coming through 
recognised channels from those authorised to 
speak and act on behalf of bodied of fishef-

TAXATION OF MOTOR 
LORRIES.

Discussing the Free State Government's 
plan to reconstruct 1,500 miles of trunk 
roads and the new scale of motor taxation 
with an Jrish Times representative yester- 
day, Mr. T. R. McCullagh, of the Mer- 
chants’ Warehousing Company, Limited, 
said that motor traction had come, and 
unless the Free State decided to lag 
behind, the proper course was to recognise 
it, and make business-like arrangements 
to provide for it. 

Commercial motor traffic was developed 
at a time when railways were unable to 
deal with the traffic, and, on that ground 
alone, some consideration was due to the 


trade. 
‘Conditions may arise at any time whic! 


i will call again for the use of road traction to 
j move goods to and from the ports, and in 
I view of the attacks made on motor lorries it 


may be assumed that the owners will seriously 
consider the position as regards use and 
charges. It behoves traders and farmers to 
support the fair and equitable treatment of 
such owners as regards restrictions and taxa- 
tion. 

‘‘Commercial motor owners are quite pre- 
pared to contribute a reasonable quota of the 
cost of the upkeep of roads, but it cannot 
be held for a moment that the action of the 
authorities in refusing to licence vehicles of 
over nine tons total weight and their present 

roposals as to taxation can be considered 
Sesinesalike or equitable. 

“ A vehicle of over six tons with trailer is 
at present taxed at £32. The proposed taxa- 
tion on same would amount to £117. ‘This is 
an increase that will either kill the traftic 
or compel the owners to increase the rates. 

“Then there is the serious grievance of 
owners who cannot make full use of their 
vehicles being compelled to pay the full tax 


Lirrespective of mileage run. The equitable 


basis of taxation is mileage and tonnage, and 
on this principle the tax on petrol is the only 
really just method of collecting the road tax. 
If thig cannot be agreed to then the question 
of what is a reasonable charge should be 
thought out carefully. Basing the figure on 
the present rate of £30, an advance of 354 
per cent. for 1927, 554 per cent. for 1928 and 
534 per cent. for 1929, making £60, 
similar procedure as regards the 
should fairly meet the case of the 
vehicles.

BRITISH MINISTER’S 
ORDER. 


IMPORTS FROM CONTINENT 
PROHIBITED. 


The Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
states that on the 22nd May foot-and-mouth 
disease appeared at the Sewage Farm, Car- 
luke, Lanarkshire, after Scotland had been 
free from the disease for two years. In- 
quiries by the Ministry of Agriculture's 
inspectors elicited the fact that a local bacon 
factory had been in the habit of receiving 
from Holland weekly consignments of pig 
carcases for curing, and on the 24th May 
disease was actually found to exist in car- 
cases which had that day been received ex 
s.s. Lanrick from Leith. 

Some of these carcases were consigned 
from Belgium. Other carcases of the same 
consignment from Rotterdam to Lgith were 
found to be diseased on examination at Kil- 
marnock, Ayrshire, at Carlisle, and at Thorn- 
hill, Dumfries-shire, on the 26th and 27th 
May. There is no doubt that the disease in 
the original case at Carluke was conveyed 
from the bacon factory either by means of 
sewas Ten outbreaks 
in all have been confirmed in and around 
Carluke. 

Subsequently carcases landed from the s.s. 
Bernica at Newcastle from Rotterdam were 
found to be diseased at a Carlisle bacon fac- 
tory on the ólst May.

OLLOWING the failure of the efforts 
F of intermediaries to re-open negotia- 
tions for the settlement of the coal mining 
dispute, the colliery owners themselves 
are about to invite the miners again to 
enter into discussions. The Government 
has knowledge of the proposed step, but 
is not. itself a party to what the owners 
are doing, though, of course, their action 
obviously must have the Government’s 
good-will, inasmuch as ft is designed to 
break down a very obstinate deadlock. 

The suggestion to be made by the 
owners is, it‘is understood, that a small 
committee, representing the Mining Asso- 
ciation and the Miners’ Federation, 
should meet to consider the conditions 
under which work can be resumed in the 
mines. 

INDEPENDENT CHAIRMAN. 

It is proposed that the chcir should be 
occupied by an independent person having 
the confidence of the two sides, but that 
his function should be that of a con- 
ciliator, and not an arbitrator. If the 
miners accept the owners’ . invitation—as 
they can scarcely fail to do—and their 
executive appoints a sub-committee, it 
will probably consist of four officials— 
Mr. Herbert Smith, Mr. T. Richards, 
Mr. W. P. Richardson, and Mr. A. J. 
Cook. 

In that event the owners will probably 
be represented by Mr. Evan Williams, 
Mr. C. B. Crawshaw, Sir Adam Nimmo, 
and Mr. W. A. Lee. 

The independent chairman may be 
chosen by the joint committee. At all 
events, the selection must have the ap- 
proval of the two sides. 

A BROAD BASIS. 

The precise terms of the owners’ sug- 
gestion are not: known, but it is believed 
that they will admit of discussions on a 
broad basis, and will not contain limiting 
conditions. It is anticipated that the 
negotiations will be resumed at the point 
where they were interrupted by the 
stoppage of work on the first of last 
month.

CLEAR ENGLISH. 
—- 


DEFECTIVE MILITARY ORDERS. 


| Criticism of the verbosity of military orders 


| is a feature of the report on the Army 
| maneeuvres of 1925—the first since the war— 
drawn up by the Earl of Cavan, Chief of the 
Imperjal General Staff, and submitted to the 
War Office. 

On the whole, he savs, the written orders 
were disappointine, and showed considerable 
divergencies from the general principles laid 
' down in Field Service Regulations. he most 
| frequent and pronounced errors were lack of 
simplicity in both form and wording, and lack 
of precision and conciseness. To acquire a 
high standard in the writing of orders, 
frequent, and continuous practice is essential, 
accompanied by a most critical examination 
of the details of the orders when written. 

“War is a difficult art,” comments the 
Earl of Cavan. “Complicated plans and 
complicated methods of execution add to these 
difficulties. Ignorance of the contents of 
Field Service Regulations resulted in many 
cases of confusion as to the intention of the 
commander, and the method proposed for 
executing his plan. Indefinite phrases—such 
as ' Until further orders,’ ‘As much as pos- 
sible,’ ¥ At least as far as. ‘At dawn,’ and 
‘ After rk,” were frequently used, and 
resulted iilack of co-ordinated effort and 
control. Their use must be avoided. 

‘‘ There was considerable lack of uniformity 
in the method by which indication was given 
to units of the Royal Air Force, of the infor- 
mation required by the General Staff. ‘ Inten- 
tions ’ was the weakest feature in most of the 
orders.

IRISH FISHERIES. 


THE REORGANISATION OF THE 
INDUSTRY. 

The adjourned meeting of the deputies for 
maritime constituencies was held in Leinster 
House on Tuesday, lst June, “ to consider 
the formation of a Committee to give special 
attention to fishery matters, and co-operate 
as far as feasible with the Irish Fishermen’s 
Association. 

Mr. Eugene O’Doherty, T.D., Chairman, 
explained that a number of deputies had 
already devoted considerable time and 
thought to an investigation of the position of 
the fishing industry, with a view to formulat- 
ing plans for its development. A sch: 
had, in fact, already been drafted by them 
for the re-organisation of the industry, which 
scheme would be urged on the Government 
at the approaching discussion on the 
Fishery Estimate, with a view to its 
adoption. 

The General Secretary of the Fishermen’s 
Association, Mr. P. J. Tuohy, gave a short 
account of the activities and growth of nis 
organisation, and answered questions relative 
to its policy and programme of action. 

A number of deputies, including Messrs. 
Sean Prior (Secretary) (West Cork), P. 
O Maille (Co. Galway), T. J. Murphy an 
C. Connolly (West Cork), and M., K. 
Noonan (East Cork), having contributed to 
the discussion, it was finally agreed that the 
deputies already interested should constitute 
the new Committee, and co-operate, as far as 
feasible, in giving effect to the main objects 
of the Fishermen’s Association. 

It was also agreed that the Committee 
would deal only with matters coming through 
recognised channels from those authorised to 
speak and act on behalf of bodieá of fishef- 
men, and that the branches and Executive of 
the Fishermen’s Association were the most 
suitable channels through which represen- 
tations might be made. ' :

Mr. George H. Garvey, C.E., Castlebar, 
in the course of a lecture dealing with tourist 
traffic in Ireland, says that in County Mayo 
a comprehensive scheme for the improvement 
of the roads serving local beauty spots had 
heen initiated. 3ridges destroyed in the 
troubled times had been reconstructed and 
remodelled, notably those near the residence 
of Lord Oranmore and Browne, at Castlema- 
garett, at Ashleagh, Pontoon and Keel. 

Mr. Garvey also'mentions that hotels are 
being opened in the most picturesque parts 
of the country. 


EGYPTIAN JUDGE 
RESIGNS. 


PROTEST AGAINST VERDICT IN 


MURDER CASE. 
CAIRO, Wednesday. 

It is stated that Judge Kershaw to-day 
handed his resignation to the Minister for 
Justice, on the ground that the verdict in 
the recent trial of seven men charged in con- 
nection With the political crimes culminating 
in the murder of the Sirdar was so contrary 
to the weight of evidence, that, in his 
opinion, & grave miscarriage of justice had 
taken place. 

Reuter’s Correspondent is informed 
the British Government has addressed a Note 
to the Egyptian Government to the effect 
that it will reserve judgment respecting the 
verdict, but meanwhile will decline to accept 
it as proof of the innocence of four of the 
accused men concerned. Finally, the British 
Government will reserve full liberty to take 
such steps as the future may show to be 
necessary to fulfil their obligation to ensure 
the safety of foreigners in Egypt. 

Judge Kershaw was the President of the 
Court that tried the case. The other two 
judges were Egyptians.—(Reuter-.)

TRACTORS TO THE RESCUE. 

At 7 o'clock in the evening the entrance 
to the great ’bus enclosure near Tattenham 
Corner was almost knee-deep in mud. 

The "buses, ranked side by side in long rows 
on the grass, had sunk deeply into the sodden 
ground, and were for the most part unable 
to move an inch by themselves. Their weary 
passengers tugged and pushed, without avail, 
to get them under way, and it was only by 
the herculean efforts of two motor tractors, 
with caterpillar wheels, that they were finally 
rescued. 

The tractors worked with amazing 
dexterity, and at the rate of one in every 
two or three minutes they took the "buses in 
tow, or else pushed them through the mud, 
and deposited them on firm ground. 

When night fell the tractors were still 
engaged in rescuing the victims of the Epsom 
mud, and the last impression which the 
fading light gave of the famous Downs was 
of scores of vehicles either moving painfully 
homewards or deeply sunk in the mire. 

NO DERBY NICHT SCENES. 

The scenes of gaiety and animation which 
usually mark the journey home from the 
Derby were, owing to-the incessant downpour 
of rain, entirely absent this evening.
